The  convention  had  four  ses- 
sions, during  which  it  adopted  a  plat- 
form, and  nominated  a  president  and 
vice-president. 

•  Graham  Carter,  who  was  afterwards 
permanent  chairman,  took  charge  of  the 
opening  session  and  introduced  Senator 
Reed,  keynoter,  who  panned  the  New 
Deal  in  the  fiery  style  later  showed  by  the 
Republicans  at  their  convention  in  Cleve- 
land.
